Dr.  Newton,  and  the  Annual  Report  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cuthbert.  Ad¬ 
dresses  were  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Newton,  Rev.  John  Chambers,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Willis. 


MANAGERS’  REPORT. 
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It  seems  scarcely  possible,  that  a  year  has  elapsed  since 
we  rendered  to  the  friends  of  the  Bible  Cause  our  last  an¬ 
nual  report.  Yet  it  is  so:  days,  weeks  and  months  have 
followed  each  other  in  quick  succession,  and  the  year  has 
gone.  Gone  forever.  Gone  with  its  record  to  the  bar  of 
God.  Truly  time  is  fleeting,  our  days  are  as  a  shadow,  or 
as  a  tale  that  is  told.  May  we  not  all  with  profit,  and 
especially,  we  as  managers  of  this  society,  ask  ourselves  to¬ 
night  what  has  been  the  record  made  of  us  for  the  year  that 
has  passed'?  Could  we  unfold  the  pages  of  that  book,  should 
we  find  at  the  close  of  each  day’s  record,  such  words  of  com¬ 
mendation  as  these,  “  Well  done,”  “  Thou  hast  been  faithful 
in  a  few  things,”  “  She  hath  done  what  she  could,”  “  In  as 
much  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these, — ye  did  it 
unto  Mel”  Or  would  it  be  of  wasted  hours,  or  misspent 
days,  of  opportunities  for  doing  good  unimproved,  or  of  a 
talent  hid  in  a  napkin  1  Will  not  such  reflections  stimulate 
us  to  greater  diligence  and  zeal  in  this  wTork,  and  in  other 
ways  of  doing  good,  and  to  the  greater  cultivation  of  grace 
in  our  own  souls  1  May  this  work  of  scattering  the  precious 
word  of  Life,  lie  very  near  our  hearts:  having  ourselves 
tasted  of  the  heavenly  bread,  may  we  desire  that  all  may 
eat  and  live. 

It  is  known  to  those  present,  that  the  object  of  this  society 
is  to  search  out  and  supply  all  destitute  families  with  the 
Bible  in  their  own  language,  and  also  to  collect  funds  for 
the  Bible  cause;  the  surplus  of  our  collections,  above  what 
is  necessary  to  pay  for  the  Bibles  distributed  by  this  society, 
being  paid  over  to  our  parent  society,  the  Female  Bible 
Society  of  Philadelphia.  Thus  contributors  to  this  society 
not  only  help  to  find  and  to  supply  the  destitutions  in  our 
own  district,  but  also  share  in  the  more  general  work  of  the 
Parent  Society. 

The  number  of  visits  made  through  the  year,  has  been 
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about  eighteen  hundred.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer’s 
report,  that  $323.50  have  been  collected,  and  by  the  report 
of  the  Librarian,  that  63  Bibles  have  been  distributed. 

Some  extracts  from  the  visitors’  reports  will  show  the 
character  of  the  work  performed.  Says  one  visitor,  44  This 
section  was  thoroughly  visited  last  year;  this  year  we  visited 
all  the  persons  to  whom  we  gave  Bibles  last  year ;  found  them 
all  in  possession  of  them,  and  they  seemed  to  prize  them. 
One  woman,  who  told  us  last  year  she  did  not  go  to  church, 
said  she  had  been  several  times  since  we  had  given  her  a  Bi¬ 
ble.  We  visited  also  the  strangers  that  had  moved  in  the 
section:  found  one  destitute  and  willing  to  receive  a  Bible.” 

Says  another,  44  The  visitor  of  this  section  has  imperfectly 
canvassed  her  district  on  account  of  ill  health;  we  gave 
away  three  Bibles,  one  to  a  sick  man,  and  very  destitute, 
who  said  I  could  not  give  him  anything  he  prized  so  high¬ 
ly.  He  said  he  once  had  a  Bible,  but  got  in  with  a  com¬ 
pany  of  persons,  who  he  thought  had  destroyed  it.  He 
thanked  me  for  it,  and  said  he  would  read  it.  My  prayer 
is  that  he  may  be  benefited  by  it.” 

Another:  “The  visitor  reports  with  pleasure  that  two  in 
her  district,  that  she  in  former  years  supplied  with  Bibles, 
have  found  joy  and  peace  in  believing,  and  have  united  with 
evangelical  churches.  This  visitor  met  with  a  man  on  his 
death  bed,  who  had  been  brought  up  in  a  different  faith,  who 
gladly  received  the  word  of  God  as  read  to  him.  His  wife 
has  since  closed  in  with  proffered  grace.” 

“Another  visitor  reports  having  visited  thoroughly, 
making  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one  calls,  found  eighteen 
destitute  of  a  Bible,  all  of  whom  were  supplied.” 

In  another  section,  the  visitor  reports  having  visited  the 
poor ;  found  seven  destitute.  One  Bible  was  given  to  an 
old  person  whose  sight  had  failed,  two  were  young  married 
persons,  who  could  not  afford  to  buy,  but  gladly  received  it. 

Another  says,  “In  our  visits  we  found  four  families  desti¬ 
tute  of  a  Bible,  whose  wants  were  supplied.” 

Yet  another,  “  On  calling  on  those  to  whom  I  presented 
Bibles  last  year,  one  case  was  peculiarly  interesting.  It 
was  a  married  woman  with  two  children.  When  I  entered, 
her  eyes  gleamed  with  pleasure,  and  she  expressed  so  much 
delight,  that  I  said,  4 1  think  you  mistake  me.’ 

“  4  Oh,  no,’  said  she, 4 1  have  so  often  spoken  of,  and  wished  I 
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could  see  you,  that  I  might  express  my  gratitude,  for  I  can 
never  feel  thankful  enough  for  the  preciousness  of  the  gift.’ 
In  conversing  I  found  its  sacred  pages  had  been  prayerfully 
read,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  it  will  be  a  lamp  to  her 
feet,  and  a  light  to  her  path.  Is  not  one  thus  induced  to 
read  with  deep  interest,  sufficient  to  incite  us  to  greater  zeal 
in  the  work,  and  while  we  desire  to  do  good,  commit  our 
way  unto  the  Lord'?’  ” 

These  extracts  will  show  the  nature  of  the  work.  Who 
can  estimate  the  value  of  a  soul?  Or  “what  will  a  man 
give  in  exchange  for  his  soul?” — Should  we  be  the  humble 
instruments  of  carrying  the  gospel  news  of  salvation  to  but 
one  soul,  would  it  not  compensate  for  the  labor  and  toil  of 
years?  Should  we  not  have  great  reason  to  rejoice,  re¬ 
membering  “that  he  which  converteth  a  sinner  from  the 
error  of  his  ways,  shall  save  a  soul  from  death  and  shall 
hide  a  multitude  of  sins?”  But  if,  as  has  been  seen,  three 
have  been  hopefully  converted,  what  shall  we  say?  May 
we  not  exclaim  with  the  Psalmist,  “Bless  the  Lord,  O  my 
soul,  and  all  that  is  within  me  bless  His  holy  name.  Bless 
the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  forget  not  all  His  benefits,  who 
redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruction,  who  crowneth  thee 
with  loving-kindness  and  tender  mercies,  who  satisfieth  thy 
mouth  with  good  things  so  that  thy  youth  is  renewed  like 
the  eagle’s.” 

Let  us  by  the  mercies  of  the  past  be  encouraged  to  great¬ 
er  liberality  in  giving,  to  greater  faithfulness  and  zeal  in 
laboring,  and  to  greater  earnestness  in  prayer  for  the  Divine 
blessing,  remembering  always  the  words  of  Jesus,  “Without 
me  ye  can  do  nothing.”
